Filmed  in  Chile 

Directed  by  Saul  Landau.  Raul  Ruiz.  Nina  Serrano 

Rarely  is  a  contemporary  tragedy  so  accurately  mirrored  in  art  as 
it  is  in  Que  Hacer.   Filmed  in  English  by  a  United  States/Chilean 
film  team  working  in  Chite,  Que  Hacer  weaves  brilliant  document- 
ary coverage  of  the  Allende  election  with  a  fast  moving  story  of 
political  intrigue  providing  filmgoers  with  a  breakthrough  in  the 
field  of  political  cmema. 

Fictional  CIA  agents  and  movie  radicals  move  through  their  opposite 
worlds  while  the  real  leftists  and  rightists  battle  in  the  Chilean  streets. 
As  in  life,  the  line  between  fiction  and  reality  grows  blurred.  Country 
Joe  McDonald  appears  throughout  the  film  as  a  sardonic  Brechtean 
chorus  breaking  cinematic  illusion  with  a  cruel  realistic  grin  and  hard 
rock  chords. 

Le  Monde  called  the  film  brilliant,  committed,  exciting.  It  won  the 
First  Critics'  Prize  at  the  Mannheim  Film  Festival  and  won  rare  ac- 
claim in  the  French  and  German  cinema  press.  From  Mannheim: 
"Never  has  a  film  been  so  timely  and  offered  so  much  insight  into 
key  processes  of  our  time  and  into  the  very  nature  of  political  cinema.' 

Saul  Landau,  one  of  the  directors,  calls  his  film,  "A  spy  story  musical 
documentary"  in  which  professional  actors  play  the  parts  of  arche- 
types; and  real  life  actors  like  President  Allende  and  the  workers  of 
Chile  are  themselves  as  they  act  out  the  historic  election  process  that 
has  since  been  destroyed  by  the  military  putsch. 

The  film  is  set  at  the  very  time  that  the  Chileans  accused  the  CIA  of 
attempting  to  subvert  their  election  so  that  the  right  wing  candidate 
could  win   That  charge  was  made  during  the  Watergate  hearings  and 
is  being  made  again  today.  President  Allende's  presence  throughout 
the  film  is  moving  and  revealing,  both  of  his  stature  and  of  his  aware- 
ness of  the  danger  from  his  right  wing  enemies.

BEYOND  THE  NEWS 

Beginning  in  November,  Beyond  the  News  expands  to  five 
nights  a  week,  Monday  through  Friday  at  7:00  p.m.  With 
this  new  format,  we  hope  to  bring  you  even  more  up-to-the- 
minute  information  about  the  events  taking  place  on  Planet 
Earth.  Beyond  the  News  provides  in-depth  background  and 
analysis  of  the  major  developments  on  any  given  day. 

When  the  military  overthrew  the  Chilean  government  in  a 
bloody  coup  d'etat,  the  next  seven  programs  of  Beyond  the 
News  zeroed  in  on  it.  Phone  interviews  with  people  in  San- 
tiago as  soon  as  telecommunications  were  re-established.  Re- 
ports from  press  agencies  seldom  heard  in  the  U.S.  such  as 
Interpress  of  Chile,  the  French  Press  Agency  (AFP),  Prenza 
Latina  and  Tolino  of  Argentina,  as  well  as  Reuters.  AP,  the 
New  York  Times,  etc.,  and  our  own  correspondents  in  Santi- 
ago. 

Our  coverage  of  the  Agnew  resignation  and  conviction.  Ford's 
nomination,  the  Middle  East  War,  and  other  significant  events, 
has  consistently  been  of  the  same  in-depth  quality. 

Whenever  and  wherever  major  news  stories  break,  you  can 
hear  the  facts  at  6:00  p.m.  and  the  background  and  analysis 
at  7:00  p.m.  All  the  time.  That  is  the  commitment  of  KPFK's 
News  Department  to  you  the  listener.

Chile  is  a  very  unique  country,  partially  due  lo  its  isolation,  rcnioie- 
ness.  historic  and  ethnic  background.  Chile  was  the  first  country  lo 
experience  six  years  of  the  "Christian  Socialism"  of  Eduardo  Frel. 
the  first  country  to  freely  and  democratically  elect  a  Marxist  Social- 
ist. Salvador  .Mlende.  and  now  is  in  the  grips  of  a  unique  and  drama- 
tic crisis.  Regardless  of  the  role  played  by  L'.S.  intervention,  the  re- 
cent events  in  Chile  are  not  like  a  standard  military  coup,  but  basic- 
ally the  revolt  of  a  very  large  social  class  (the  Chilean  bourgeoisie) 
against  Marxist  Socialism. 

In  virtually  all  other  underdeveloped  countries,  the  middle  and  up- 
per middle  classes  are  a  tiny  fraction  of  the  population  (1*^  to  ST), 
controlling  the  rest  of  the  population  (peasants  and  workers)  through 
economic  and  military  means.  But  Chile,  like  many  Western  Europe- 
an countries,  had  gradually  replaced  its  old  landed  aristocracy  with  a 
very  large,  broad-based  well-educated  and  enlightened,  yet  very  ambi- 
tious, middle  and  upper  middle  class.  Ever  since  the  1920s,  Chile's 
system  o'i  socialized  medicine,  social  security,  workmen's  compensa- 
tion and  retirement  plans,  etc..  were  some  of  the  most  advanced  in 
the  world,  comparable  only  to  those  of  Scandinavia.  Unforlunatcly. 
unlike  the  Scandinavian  countries,  Chile  is  a  very  poor,  underdevel- 
oped country,  largely  dependent  on  the  international  copper  market 
and  the  economic  good  or  ill  will  of  the  U.S. 

The  Chilean  bourgeoisie  (roughly  one  third  of  the  population,  and 
continually  increasing)  demanded  with  increasing  impatience  all  the 
material  comforts  of  life  offered  by  modern  technology.  The  work- 
ing class  on  the  other  hand,  far  more  sophistocated  and  organized 
than  their  other  Latin  American  counterparts,  demanded  with  equal 
impatience  that  the  advanced  social  legislation  be  fully  implemented. 
But  the  meager  resources  of  the  country  could  hardly  provide  for  e- 
ven  a  portion  of  what  both  classes  demanded  as  rightfully  theirs. 

Allende's  basic  position  was  to  postpone  dealing  with  the  demands 
of  the  middle  class  until  the  needs  of  the  masses  of  working  people 
and  peasants  had  been  met.  Allende.  although  a  convinced  Marxist, 
was  from  a  middle  class  family,  and  thus  he  fully  understood  the 
frustrations  of  the  Chilean  bourgeoisie.  His  terrible  dilemma  was  how 
to  bring  Marxist  Socialism  to  Cliile.  respecting  at  the  same  time  the 
existence  and  freedom  of  a  middle  class  of  which  he  was  himself  a 
part.  At  the  same  time,  there  was  a  growing  number  of  Allende  fol- 
lowers (mainly  grouped  around  the  MIR-Movemenl  of  the  Revolu- 
tionary Left),  who  openly  and  actively  advocated  revolution  as  the 
only  means  to  bring  .Marxist  Socialism  to  Chile  and  to  eliminate  the 
bourgeoisie.  They  pointed  to  Cuba.  China  and  Eastern  Europe  as  ex- 
amples to  follow  at  once. 

In  a  brief  overview',  the  downfall  of  Allende  can  be  attributed  to 
three  main  causes;  a|  a  deadly  effective  economic  policy  of  the 
L'.S.  It  simply  was  to  cut  otT  all  lines  of  credit  and  financial  aid 
to  Chile.  A  State  Department  spokesman  called  it  "a  perfectly  safe 
policy  of  no-action."  b|  The  fear  and  panic  of  the  bourgeoisie, 
c]  The  absolute  refusal  of  the  Christian  Democrats  to  cooperate. 

TTiree  \'cars  after  Allende  assumed  the  Presidency,  the  combination 
of  these  factors  caused  the  Chilean  society  to  be  polarized  lo  an  ex- 
tent never  before  experienced  in  its  histor\':  the  food  and  commodi- 
ty shortages  brought  about  by  the  effective  economic  reprisals  of 
the  L'.S,  had  the  effect  of  bringing  the  large  middle  and  upper  mid- 
dle classes  almost  to  the  edge  of  collective  insanity. 

Thus  the  coup  was  actually  like  an  instant  civil  war.  the  instant  re- 
volt of  one  social  class  against  the  rest  of  society.  The  unbelievable 
reprisals  which  have  followed  represent  the  sudden  and  frightening 
emotional  outburst  of  pent-up  frustration,  anger  and  hatred  of  this 
entire  social  class.  A  social  class  that  seems  totally  decided  that- no 
matter  how  extreme  or  violent  the  repressive  measures  must  be-ne- 
ver again  will  they  allow  the  "evil  seeds  of  Marxism"  to  be  sown  in 
the  Chilean  midst.

TO  PABLO  NLRUDA.  IN  DEATH.  .  . 

Last  year  il  was  Ihe  other  Pablo,  the  painter,  the  one  with 
doves  on  his  shoulder.  .And  now.  when  Chile  siicconibs,  when 
rude  soldiery  shadows  I'all  across  the  slender  shank  of  your 
land,  you  go.  and  it  becomes  our  duty  to  bid  you  farewell, 
to  send  you  off  into  that  not  so  unknown  country  from 
which  your  voice  shall  always  echo  with  glad  strength.  Let 
me  borrow  from  that  strength  for  the  words  to  accompany 
you  into  the  minds  of  men.  you  whose  journey  was  the  song 
of  an  immense  fulfillment,  the  promisory  note  of  a  change 
in  men's  hearts,  the  certitude  of  joy  here  on  earth  among  the 
leaves  of  autumn. 

Like  your  brother  before  you.  like  Vallejo  dying  with  Repub- 
lican Spain,  you  go.  abandoning  poein  after  poem  in  the  shaft 
of  your  exhausted  pencil,  oh  tired  miner  whose  lamp  has  failed 
in  the  deepest  tunnel,  whose  oxygen  has  been  stolen,  whose 
hands  have  bled  with  the  words  of  brute  matter  brought  to 
light. 

We  do  not  resent  your  going,  you  have  given  enough.  And 
you  sleep.  Pablo,  confused  and  entwined  in  the  honest  roots 
of  your  people's  poverty.  You  go.  Pablo,  in  the  wisest  way  to 
strengthen  and  be  with  something  that  can  never  die.  one  with 
every  real  Chilean  throat,  cohabiting  the  roar  of  ocean  and  the 
leap  of  rivers  and  the  dreams  of  children. 

Until  this  bitter  month  when  the  parasite  saw  his  tentacles  in 
jeopardy,  you  had  gone  on  working,  moving  with  your  people, 
angry  and  masculine,  shaping  the  shape  of  a  new  world.  Now 
your  work  is  done,  the  work  of  a  mortal  named  Pablo,  and 
your  voice,  your  indestructible  voice  can  take  over,  ringing  in 
the  air.  vibrant,  beautiful. 

Let  them  now  more  than  ever  quake  in  fear  for  their  mildewed 
possessions.  A  poet's  death  is  the  beginning  of  what  his  words 
will  undertake.  Your  song  is  now  bloodied,  logical,  a  pure  in- 
telligence that  will  baffle  and  defeat  more  soldiers.  I  had  to 
laugh  when  I  heard  that  soldiers  had  broken  into  your  house 
looking  for  papers.  What  papers,  dear  God,  what  papers?  Your 
song  is  not  on  paper,  your  song  is  on  the  lips  of  many  roads, 
traveling.  It  can't  be  burned,  interrogated,  silenced.  Five,  six 
thousnad  years  of  class  distinctions  have  not  suffused  a  single 
lullaby  nor  subverted  the  thin  belly  of  a  guitar.  Time  is  blood, 
and  blood  is  on  the  side  of  the  multitudes. 

Chile  has  been  darkened  by  the  same  egotistical  bandits  who 
work  everywhere  against  light.  You  have  died  so  that  Neruda's 
voice  could  become  the  humblest  candle  in  the  hands  of  the 
moon.
